End : Hence, therefore, no Man will ever 
wiſh to ſee a larger Proportion of military 
Force, under any Government, than is abſo- 
lutely neceſſary to its Quiet, Safety, and good 
Order. Theſe Poſitions, though gene- 
rally applicable, are particularly ſo to the 
CITY of LONDON, and lead to the 
following Conſiderations, viz. 


What is to be expected from a Militia ? 

What Numbers are equal to the Duty 
propoſed ? 

What Regulations are in to enforce 
that Duty ? 

And, laſtly, How is the Expence, inſepa: 


rable from theſe Arrangements, to be provi- 
ded for ? 


Every Member of a well-governed State 
is under certain Obligations to that State for 
the Security with which he enjoys his natural 
Rights and Privileges, and without which 
Enjoyment a rational Being cannot be happy. 
Of theſe Obligations there are ſome of an ac- 
tive military Kind; among the firſt of them is 
a Call to turn out, and aſſiſt, with Life and For- 
tune, in Endeavours for the common Safety: 
A Duty which every virtuous, ſpirited Man will

take Pleaſure in performing, to the utmoſt 
of his Power, whenever the Exigencies of the 
State demand it. The Wiſdom of our Anceſ- 
tors has looked to the Period between the Ages 
of Axteen and ſixty for the perſonal Exertions 
of each Individual, whenever general military 
Service became neceſſary; and it is to be par- 
ticularly obſerved, that all, within that Deſcrip- 
tion, are obliged, by the Laws of Society and 
their Country, to arm and fight for the De- 
fence and Security, of theſe Kingdoms, 
whenever endangered by Inſurrection, In- 
vaſion, Rebellion, or other public Cala- 
mities. It is wiſhed therefore to impreſs 
upon the Mind of every Citizen his Subjection 
to a general Call, in Order that, by an early 
Adoption of prudential Meaſures, it may be 
averted, or, if it prove inevitable, that it 
may be obeyed with more Readineſs, Satiſ- 
faction, and Effect. To promote ſo wiſe a 
Purpoſe, and to avoid the Expence, Hard- 
ſhip, and Confuſion, that muſt ariſe to the 
Citizens of London, from the ſudden En- 
forcement of theMilitiaLaws,—The following 
looſe Hints, reſpecting a Plan for forming 
ſuch a Militia as may not only afford them 


conſtant ordinary Protection, but be ready to 
B 2 act 
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act effectually in their Defence on almoſt any 
poſſible Emergency, are moſt reſpectfully 
ſubmitted to their immediate Conſideration. 


The Author of theſe Suggeſtions requeſts 
not only the candid Inveſtigation, but the 
Aſſiſtance and Correction, of all Men, eſpe- 
cially of thoſe likely to be concerned in the 
Effects of this Plan.
